A BRITISH STORM. 


Large Tracts of Territory Flooded 
and Many Buildings Wrecked. 
LONDON, Nov. 11.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A severe storm is raging today 
‘over Scotland and the northern part of 
England and Ireland. Telegraphic com- 
munication and railroad traffic are se- 
riously interfered with.

HELPING OUT. 


Big Financial Houses Soothing the 
Panicky French Bourse. 


PARIS, Nov. 11.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The Rappel this morning says that the 
great financial houses have decided to 
place at the disposal of the market from 
£.50,000,000 to £.100,000,000, in order to fa- 
cilitate settlements. The speech cf the 
Marquis of Salisbury, delivered in Lon- 
don on Saturday, had a good effect here. 
Baron de Rothschild will preside day 
at a conference of financiers, the object 
being to take concerted action by large 
subscriptions of capital to meet the ne- 
cessities of the situation. 

Baron de Rothschild and Minister of 
Finance M. Doumer had a conference 
this morning, and subsequently the lat- 
ter received the governor of the Bank of 
France and the Syndicate of Agents 
de Change. The meetings have 
had a marked effect in improving the 
financial situation, although it is not 
known what course has been decided 
upon. 

A seml-official note was issued this 
afternoon saying: “As a result of the 
conference, this morning, of the min- 
istry, finance measures will be taken 
to remove the panic prevailing on the 
bourse. Baron de Rothschild has con- 
ferred with the principal Paris bankers, 
and it is understood the latter decided 
to intervene.”’ 

The Courier Soir learns that the 
bankers have formed a guarantee fund 
of f.200,000,000 for the purpose of facill- 
tating liquidation on the bourse. 

AT BERLIN AND VIENNA.

(REGTLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 11.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) The most horrible ac- 
counts are constantly arniving here, in 
spite of the efforts taken to suppress 
them, of massacres and depredations in 
the Eastern provinces, in which the 
Kurdish tribes are said to have perpe- 
trated atrocities more horrible than any 
yet credited to them. It is stated upon 
apparently good authority that Erze- 
roum and Sivi, the scenes of so much 
bloodshed in the past, have been devas- 
tated by the Kurds, who have wiped 
village after village out of existence, 
and that the sword and fire are sweep- 
ing over the country, the rioting and 
blood at Erzeroum being said to have 
been much more serious than any re- 
ports previously made public have pic- 
tured it, and it is asserted that even 
the presence of Shakir Pasha with his 
troops failed to stop the massacre. The 
unresisting Armenian men, women and 
children were bludgeoned to death by 
hundreds on the streets. 

A trader who arrived here recently 
from Trebizond says that he met, be- 
tween Erzeroum and Baihurt, 300 
women, who fell on their knees by the 
roadside, imploring protection, saying 
their husbands were murdered, and 
that they were starving and homeless. 
The rising of the Druses is extending cn 
all sides, and several villages of the dis- 
aan of Hauran have been destroyed by 

re. 

THOSE “GOOD SERVICES.” 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 11.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) It is stated that Bahri 
.| Pasha, who was dismissed from the 
Governorship, owing to the ill-treatrnent 
of Armenians, on the representations of 
the British Ambassador, Sir Fhilitp 
Currie, and who, on Saturday, was dec- 
orated by the Sultan with the Grand 
Cordon of the Osmanieh order, “as a 
reward for good service,” is to be ap- 
pointed to command the Turkish troops 
going to Zeitoun. 

The number of victims in the Baiburl 
massacre is reported to be 1500. It is 
estimated that the total number of Ar- 
menians, men, women and children, 
killed during the most recent massa- 
cres, exceeds ten thousand, and is being 
constantly increased. Consul Hampson 
announces that he has found trusty per- 
sons to distribute funds collected for 
the relief of suffering Armenians of the 
Sassoun district, and, therefore, the re- 
lief work there interrupted by the 
forced retirement of the American mis- 
sionaries, whose lives were in danger, 
is to be resumed. It is estimated that 
during the past week or ten days, 300 
Armenians have been exiled without 
trial from Turkey, and the police are 
still making arrests. 


THE POWERS IN CONFERENCE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 10, (via 
Sofia (Bulgaria,) Nov. 11.) As a result 
of the exchange of numerous telegrams 
between the representatives of the pow- 
ers and the respective governments, 
‘lasting nearly all day Saturday and this 
morning, an important meeting of the 
ambassadors was held here today and 
the situation was thoroughly discussed. 
Finally it was decided to send fresh rep- 
resentations to the Turkish Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Tewfik Pasha, renew- 
ing in much stronger language the de- 
mands addressed by the Ambassador 
to Tewfik Pasha’s predecessor, Said 
Pasha, on November 5, insisting upon 
being informed without delay what 
measure the Porte contemplates taking 
in order to restore orderin Armenia, and 
reminding the Turkish government that 
it already has been notified of the in- 
tention of the powers, acting in concert, 
to take their own steps in the matter, 
should it develop that the action of the 
| Porte is inadequate to deal with the 
state of anarchy prevailing in Anatolia. 
_It is known that the Sultan still re- 
fuses to believe that the powers are in 
accord as to the action to be taken in 
case of the Porte’s failure to restore or- 
der in the Turkish empire. The opinion 
is freely expressed that nothing short 
of a naval demonstration will awaken 
the Turks to a realization of the act- 
ual condition of affairs. Further dis- 
orders are reported from different sec- 
tions. The mobilizing of the army re- 
serves is progressing so slowly that 
they might 4s well have been left at 
home, and the general impression pre- 
vails stronger than ever today that 
European intervention in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Turkish 
empire will very soon become abso- 
lutely necessary to avert further and 
more serious bloodshed. 

The Porte seems insensible to what 
Is going on, or utterly incapable of ap- 
preciating the extent to which anarchy 
has spread in the last few weeks. No 
serious outbreak is apprehended here, 
as the British fleet is within easy 
steaming distance of the Dardanelles, 
but in spite of the desperate efforts of 
the Turkish authorities to suppress the 
true state of affairs, it is daily growing 
worse and worse in the provinces. 

AN ENGLISH MISSION ATTACKED. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 11. — An 
English mission near Jerusalem has 
been attacked by a riotous mob. The 
missionaries escaped; but the servants 
were killed. 


THREE FRENCH WARSHIPS. 

PARIS, Nov. 11.—The Figaro an- 
nounces that three French warships 
left Cannes for Turkish waters, pre- 
pared to cope with any emergency.

One day he lost the box, 
but through an advertisement recov- 
ered them. When the finder delivered 
them Lancaster asked which he pre- 
ferred, one of the stones of $190. The 
finder declared himself satisfied to set 
$:00. Lancaster handed over the money 
and then laughingly informed the gen- 
teman that the stone which he wvuuld 
have given him was worth $400. 

Lancaster was 70 years old at the time 
cf his death, and, besides persona! prop- 
erty, left real estate valued at $109,0u0. 
He traveled extensively and was in Cal- 
ifornia when he died of paralysis. In. 
order to settle the dispute over the dia- 
monds it will be necessary to take tes- 
timony in California.

Twenty Thousand Dollars Taken 
from an Express Agent’s Safe.

The note adds: “Order has 
been restored in all the districts that 
have recently been the scene cf riots 
and conflicts, and precautions have 
been taken to insure the maintenance of 
quiet.” 

THE REVOLT IN ARABIA.

Arabia, the most vulnerable point of 
the Turkish empire, news thas arrived 
of a conflict between the Turkish troops 
and the Arabians near Sennha in which 
thir:y-two persons were killed.

The Great Cities of the Senboards 
Incapable of Stopping First- 
class Warships.

WPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The annual 
report of Gen. Miles, commanding the 
army, was made public today. The per- 
sonnel is shown to be in excellent con- 
dition, well-instructed, efficient and at- 
tentive to duty. Liberal appropriations 
are required for public buildings at the 
posts, many of which are out of repair. 
Gen. Miles believes that ‘the peaceable 
condition now existing among the va- 
rious Indian tribes is largely attributa- 
ble to the presence of ‘troops at suita- 
ble points and to the admirable conduct 
of the experienced army officers who 
have been placed in charge of the prin- 
cipal agencies. While it ie economical 
and desirable to have the reserve forces 
of the army near the great centers of 
communication, Gen. Miles urgently 
contends that the points should be se- 
selected for theirstrategic value and that 
the tendency toward concentration 
should not be carried to the point cf 
depriving the western settlements of 

roper prote@tten, 

J cieder the head of coast defense, Gen. 
Miles states the condition of vessels is 
such as to require decided and immedi- 
ate action for their improvement. The 
unguarded portion of our coast, is 
known by every first-class powerand our 
people should not be led into false se- 
curity. He quotes from his report of 
1884, a strong argument for the defense 
of Puget Sound, showing that since the 
time the new Canadian Railroad con- 
mections have been established there, 
not a single gun has been placed in po- 
sition for defense, while those at the 
entrance of the Columbia are obsolete 
and of little value.. It is true that some 
progress has been made toward defend- 
ing San Francisco and a few modern 
guns and rifles have been placed. These, 
however, are but a small part of the 
gereral plan for the defense of the har- 
bor. while San Diego is in. the same 
condition as Puget Sound, entirely at 
the mercy of any foreign fleet. * 

Gen. Miles recalls what he said in his 
report of 1889 upoh the absolute impor- 
tance of the defense of the entire Pa- 
cific Coast, in view of the fact that it 
was possible for any naval power to 
blockade every important port within 
ninety days, while it would take many 
years to make a successful resistance 
and the ‘country might be required to 
pay an indemnity of $5,000,000,000. While 
the railroads might transport a million 
brave men to the Coast, they would be 
useless without appliances to cope with 
the modern engines of war, and with 
all our intelligence, pride, inventive ge- 
nmnius and enterprise, We are as far be- 
hind in the modern appliances of war 
as Japan or China. Such were thé con- 
ditions six years ago, says Gen. Miles, 
and such are the conditions today with 
the exception of the slight progress 
made at San Francisco. The entite 
Gu't coast and all the great cities of. 
the Atlantic Coast northward to Phild- 
delphia are entirely without modern 
guns. In position are a few obsolete 
guns and none of these batteries could 
stop a single first-class warship, much 
less a fleet. Some progress has been 
made at New York, but like San Fran- 
cisco, only a small part of the project 
has been accomplished. With one ex- 
ception the cities north of New York 
are in a similar condition. To the south 
of it some guns and mortars have been 
constructed and some shipped to their 
destination, the carriages for them are 
under construction and emplacements 
have been made to a limited extent. 

Gen. Miles, in support of his recom- 
mendation for adequate coast defense, 
points to the fact that the batteries at 
Moultrie and Sumter kept at bay for 
four years the most powerful fleet in 
the world. He says that the American 
people cherish two misleading delu- 
sions: First, that torpedoes can be de- 
pended upon to protect our coasts, and, 
second, that its 4000 miles of coast can 
be defended by a navy. He shows that 
torpedo plants are useless without pro- 
tective batteries, and that the water in 
our peetpal harbors is so deep that 
the light-draught war vessels might 
pass over torpedo mines without dan- 
ger. He asserts that the recent maneu- 
vers in England have shown that even 
the powerful British navy is unable to 
defend the British coast against a for- 
fleet, and therefore he argues 
that the main reliance must be upon 
coast batteries. 


While he does not anticipate war in 


the near future, he shows that in the © 


last 200 years in less than 10 per cent. 
of the wars has there been any formal 
Warning or declaration of hostilities, 
and as it would require years of time to 
construct modern weapons of war, it 
would not be wise to disregard the les- 
sons of the story. In our own country 
for nearly two hundred years there has 
emever been a period of thirty-five years 
in which it has not been involvéd in 
war.

SHOCKING DEPRIVATION. 


Old People Nade and Starving in St. 
Elizabeth, Jamaica. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
HALIFAX (N. S8.,) Nov. 11.—Distress- 


tion are brought by the mail-steamers 
from Jamaica. The district of St. Eliz- 
abeth, comprising 6000 persons, is in a 
most deplorable condition, brought 
about by the failure of early crops by 
drought and the devastation of the 
second crop by a visitation of caterpil- 
lars. The government of the colony 
has granted £1000, the parochial board 
of 6t. Elizabeth £500 and private do- 
nations reach £5000. But this will soon 
be exhausted. 

Two deaths have already beeen re- 
ported, an old woman and a girl. Many 
of the poorer people are absohitély 
nude, and whole families have been 
living for weeks on a little flour and 
sugar. Others are subsisting on plants, 
and unless extensive relief comes soon, 
many people, old and young, must die 
from starvation and want of even the 
barest necessities. In many instances 
mothers are offering to give their little 


children away to strangers to save their 
lives, 


WARSHIPS ON THE LAKES 


.\ THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT A 
GROSS OFFENDER. 


It Has Built Revenue Catters There, 
Despite the Treaty, Which are 


Little Short of Being Full-fledged 
Cruisers. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—A special to 
the World from Ottawa, Ont., says that 
the opinion on that side of the line ap- 
pears to differ from President Cleve- 
land's interpretation of the treaty of 
1817, regarding the right of Canada 
or the United States to build warships 
on the Great Lakes, in deciding against 
the construction of new cruisers at De- 
troit. 

Sir Charles Tupper, the Canadian 
Minister of Justice, formerly Minister 
of Marine, @ays the treaty speaks 
clearly for itself.- Being asked if-Can-- 
ada has not infringed the treaty in 
constructing cruisers on the lakes, Sir 
Charles Tupper said they were only 
revenue cutters. - 

The treaty stipulates that the naval 
force of each country shall consist of 
not more than one vessel, not exceed- 
ing 100 tons burden, on Lake Ontario, 
two such vessels on the upperlakes and 
one such vessel on Lake Champlain. A 
doubt has arisen over the clause in 
which it was agreeg Ahat all other 
armed vessels on those lakes should be 
dismantled, and that no other vessels 
of war should be there built or armed. 

The Canadian government has built 
three armed cruisers on the lakes 
since 1891, the Curfew, the Constance 


and the Petrel. Commander Wakel 
of the Dominion fishery-protective 
service, 


quotes in his report in 1893 
the following description of the cruis- 


ers: 

“The Curfew and her sister ships are 
far superior to the ships maintained on 
the lakes by the United States revenue 
department. Im case they were ever 
needed for such a purpose, they would 
make very formidable com e- 
stroyers. The frame is of steel and 
extra heavy, with steel plating for the 
top sides. The bottom is of rock elm. 
The main deckhouse, engine covering, 
etc., are all of steel, as well as the pro- 
tected turtle-deck forward. The ac- 
commodations for the officers and crew 
are divided by four steel bulkheads. 
The coal bunkers are carried along the 
sides to protect the engines and boil- 


ers. 

“She is armed with three quick-firing 
guns, one mounted on the turtie-deck 
forward, and one on eack side of the 
quarter-deck. The ram bow is a formid- 
able weapon, and in the Constance it is 
constructed with a view to severe 
service. The stem forging is very 
heavy, and is reinforced with heavy 
plates and angles, making it almost 
solid for some seven or eight feet back. 
The Constance has a registered ton- 
nage of 126 tons.” 

It will be an interesting question to 
solve as to hcw far the equipment and 
armor of a revenue cruiser may be 
earriea in her construction, and where 
the line is to be drawn between a rev- 
enue cruiser, avaiable for revenue 
purposes only, and one that may be put 
to more severe defensive or offensive 
purposes when national exigencies de- 
mand it.

MASPETH L,) Nov. 11.—The 
scheduled twenty-five round mill be- 
tween Peter Maher, the Irish champion, 
and Steve O'Donnell of Australia, who 
has been long associated with Cham- 
pion Corbett as sparring partner, came 
to an untimely end tonight. It was cne 
of the quickest battles on record, for 
O’Donnell was knocked out in the 
round, only sixty-three seconds from 
the start. Maher never gave his oppo- 
nent a chance, but knocked him down 
three times in succession, and the last 
times O'Donnell could not rise. 

In the betting, of which there was a 
goud deal, Maher was the favorite at 
2 to 1, while there were some bets taken 
at 100 to 60 and 100 to 70 on the Irish- 
man, as soon as they were offered by 


those who were taking the O’Donnell 
end of it. 


Before the fight loud cries for Cor- 
bett to make a speech were made. Some 
one called “Three cheers for Fitzsim- 
mons,”’ and they were given with a will 
by, “Lanky Bob's". partisans, many of 
whom were among the spectators. Cor- 
bett climbed through the ropes.of the 
ring and addressed the audience as well 
as he could among the cries and cheers. 
He said: 

“Gentlemen, I thank you very much, 
You have the representative newspaper 
men of the country here tonight, and all 
I can say is that if I were in England 
or Australia and acted. as Fitzsimmons 
did in this match I would be chased out 
of the country.” (Cheers.) 

O'Donnell was the first to enter the 
ring after Corbett had concluded. He 
was attended by Billy Delaney, his 
trainer; Jimmie McCabe and Benny 
Murphy. It was then 9:35 o’clock, and 
Maher followed a minute later, ,.He was 
esquired by Peter Lowrey, Peter Turns 
and Buck Cornelius of 
Jack McAuliffe-sat at the ringside, right 
behind Maher, and Billy Brady was 
close behind, watching everything. He 
did not have to wait long, as the men 
got together, and as quick as lightning 
Maher smashed his right on O’Donnell’s 
jaw. O'Donnell fell like a log but re- 
gained his feet as the referee counted 
seven. Maher gave him no quarter, 
and floored the Australian with another 
blow on the jaw with his right. This 
time Steve laid down for nine seconds. 
The moment he got up Maher held him 
in the same corner and sent his left 
with sledge-hammer force on the right 
jaw. O'Donnell fell flat on his back, 
and, after being- counted out. had to 
be carried to his corner, while the ref- 
eree announced Maher the winner. 

Men threw up their hats and yelled 
like demons. Many of them succeeded 
in getting into the ring and hugged Ma- 
her. Corbett jumped into the ring, 
pushed his way over to the victor and 
grasped him by the hand and congratu- 
“Maher, vou have 
fought a good fight.” 
It was rumored that Corbett had pre- 
sented Maher with the heavyweight 
championship, but this rumor was de- 
nied later. The actual time that both 
men were on their feet was thirty-seven 
seconds. The arena was not cleared fof 
fully thirty minutes after the fight was 
over. O’Donnell’s party had no excuse 
offer for the Australian's poor show- 
ng. 


DUNRAVEN’S PAMPHLET. 
The St. James Gazette Denounces it 
in Vigorous English.

No dction will be taken at 
present, but in January or February, 
if by that time Spain shall have failed 
to suppress the insurrection, this gov- 
ernment will offer its services as a me- 
diator. In his annual message to Con- 
gress the President will confine his re- 
marks concerning Cuba to a mention of 
the efforts made by this government to 
maintain the laws of neutrality. 

In order to forestall possible action 
by Congress on the recognition of bel- 
ligerents’ rights or the sovereignty of 
Cuba, the President and Secretary of 
State will take into their confidence 
concerning the plans of mediation the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate and the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House. It is believed 
that this will prevent the adoption in 
the House of resolutions designed to 
give encouragement to the insurgents, 
but whose effect might be to compli- 
cate our relations with Spain and re- 
tard the success of mediation when the 
time shall arrive. 

Information has been received that 
the present condition of the Spanich 
treasury is such that, without replen- 
ishing the funds, Spain will not be able 
tao carry on the war beyond the m'‘d- 
dle of December, or the first of January.

Justice Bradley, in his opinion in the 
lower court, which the decision today 
affirms, said that SawyeF & Mann fol- 
lowed a wrong principle in their work. 
The great discovery, he declared, was 
the adoption of high resistance in the 
conductor with a small illuminating 
surface and a corresponding diminu- 
tion of the strength of the current. 
The credit of this discovery he gave 
to Edison. 

The case of the Winona and St. Peter 
Land Company vs. the State of Minne- 
sota, which was decided today by the 
United States Supreme Court, involves 
the questions whether the State has, In 
disregard of the Constitution of the 
United States, passed any law impairing 
the obligation of contracts referring to a 
law providing for back taxes on lands 
which have escaped taxation. The de- 
cision was rendered by Justice Brewer 
and held the law to be valid. 

Justice Brown deliveréd the optnion 
in the case of G. W. Patton et al. vs. 
the United States construing the tar- 
iff law of 1893 as to whether wool tops 
broken up into artificial waste could be 
admitted at the rate of duty provided 
in the law for woolen waste. He held 
that they could not be, and that they 
must pay the higher duty provided on 
wool tops. 

The court decided officially that beans 
are vegetables. The question arose in 
the case of Hyman Sonn and others 
against the Collector of the Port of 
New York. The plaintiff sought to re- 
cover duties paid on beans under the 
vegetable classification, claiming that 
they should be admitted free as seeds. 
Chief Justice Fuller read the opinion 
of the court, holding that, as beans 
are regarded as vegetables by common 
usage, they: should be considered by

A GENEROUS JUDGE. 
Gives Mary Clancy a Share of John 
Craig’s Estate.

It 
was commonly believed that the Clancy 
wceman was married to another man 
and that it was a scheme to obtain part 
of the property. The case was bitterly 
contested. Judge Wilcox, in an opinion, 
says that if Mary Clancy was not the 
wife of Craig she ought to have been, 
and gave her $1000 named in the will, 
and one-third of the estate, which 
amounts to about $10,000.

WAS A BLACKMAILER. 
Sensational Testimony Ageingt Ex~ 
Inspector Byrnes of New York. 
(REGULAL ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The Commis- 
sioners of Accounts who have been in- 
vestigating the transactions of the 
Board for some time turned today fnto 
the field covered by the Lexow Com- 
mittee, and has brought forward testi- 
mony which, for the first time, impli- 
cates Thomas Byrnes, the noted ex- 
Superintendent of Police, in the black- 
mailing scandals. 
The witness was Christian 
. Schaefer, an old man, who testified 
that he had kept gambling houses in 
this city since 18657, and had known 
Byrnes for a quarter of a century. 
Shortly after the latter was appoin 
Captain of. the Fifteenth preocinet, about 
1872 or 1873, Capt..Byrnes sent for him. 
He be ged Byrnes not to trouble him ) 
that night. Byrnes replied that He was 
king in that precinct, and that the wit- 
ness had presumed greatly fn running a 
gaming house there. Byrnes consented 
to wait until the next day before taking 
action. The witness went to see Syd- : 


ney Nicholls, then Police Commissioner, 
and informed him of Byrnes’s threat. 
Nicholls saw Byrnes and told him that 
if he closed the witness’s place he would 
have to close the other gambling places 
in his precinct. The witness’s place was 
not disturbed. 
Afterward he saw Byrnes again and 
said to him: “While we are making 
money we are willing that others 
should.” He made this proposition to 
Byrnes: That the latter should receive 
one-fourth share of the profits of the 
business, which was keno. It was ac- 
cepted. Thereafter the witness regu- 
larly paid Byrnes personallyeach month 
a fourth share of the profits. The part- 
nérship continued for ten months, dur- 
ing which he paid not less than $2000. 
Said Schaefer: “I kept a gambling- 
huuse for twenty years and had to pay 
the police nearly all the time. Some of 
the captains did not send wardmen 
around These were Washburn, Hadden 
andi Saunders. Caffery’s wardman caine 
around. He was Sergt Schoonmaker, 
and [ also paid Dunlap, Willams’s 
wardman. I paid $50 a month,. which 
was the usual price up to 1876, when 
the price was raised to $100 a month.” 
Schaefer told of paying McLaughlin, 
when the latter was acting chief of © 
deczectives, $700 out of $950 taken. froin 
a “squealer,” and of a similar percent- 
age id to the wardmen of ex-Inspéc- 
tor illiams. His partner had paid 
ex-Fire Commissioner John Scannell 
$100 a month when Scannell was under-~ 
stood to be acting as collector for the 
Police. Schaefer testified that he had 
been requested to keep away from the

POISONED CATTLE. 


A Noxious Fungus Growth Found on 
Elk Grove Alfalfa. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 11.—Dr. H. W. 
Harkness, president of the Academy of 
Sciences, believes that the death of a 
number of cattle near Old Elk Grove, 
this county, is due to a poisonous fun- 
gus growth on the alfalfa in that re- 
gion. Dr. Harkness appeared before the 
Board of Supervisors today and ecxhib- 
ited specimens of infected grass. The 
fungi, were brown blotches, like rust, on 
the grass. 

“The fungus is known as the dothi- 
dia,” said the scientist, ‘‘and it may be 
found itn Italy and in California, 
wherever alfalfa grows. Two years ago 
I investigated the cause of the death 
of several thousand head of cattle at 
Bakersfield, which had been imported 
‘from Arizona. Death was found to be 
due to this poisonous growth on the 
alfalfa. We saved the rest of the herd 
— by turning it out on a dry

washed away by the heavy winter 
rains and after that the alfalfa is 
whoiesome again.

He is to get‘as 
many additional signatures as possible, 
and impress upon the producers of 
sweet wine south the Tehachepi that 90 
per cent. of the gallonage of the State 
s réqiisite in order to put the plan into 
execution. At the Los Angeles meeting 
4wo more trustees are to be chosen to 
act. with the four already selected in 
the center and north of the State, and a 
seventh is to be hereafter named. 

It was reported today that a number 
of additional signatures to the cgree- 
ment had been obtained. By it the 
sweet-wine makers deed to the trustees 
for the joint benefit of all the amount 
of Wines set opposite their names, and 
authorize and empower the trustees to 
make such contracts for the disposition 
of the wines as in.their judgment may 
be most advantageous. One of the con- 
ditions of sale, however, must be the 
payment in cash, not later than the 5th 
of the following month, for all wines 
purchased during the preceding month. 

The final clause of the agreement pro- 
vides that if at the end of the year a 
surplus of wines of older vintage than 
1896 exceeding $1,100,000 shall remain un- 
sold, the trustees may export them out- 
side of the United States, and that the 
signers of the deed agree to accept in 
payment for such surplus whatever the 
net proceeds may be pro rata per gallon 
of each kind of wine deeded. 


KOVALEV ON TRIAL. 


The Taking of Testimony Begun—A 
Horrible Butchery. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. i1.--The trial 
of Ivan Kovalev, charged with the mur- 
der of F. H. L.. Weber and wife, was re- 
sumed in the Superior Court today. 
Dist.-Atty. Ryan made the opening 
statement to the jury in his most im- 
pressive manner. He graphically 
narrated the finding of the butchered 
corpses of the aged couple by their son, 
whose attention had been attracted by 
seeing blood dripping from the ceiling 
of the grocery store above which the 
murdered couple resided. He described 
the watch and chain of Mrs. Weber; the 
pistol and a pair of pantaloons, and 
other belongings of Mr. Weber. 

The bloody exhibits found in the 
woodshed, the ax with which the skulls 
of the aged couple had been cloven, the 
bloody finger-prints and the red tracks 
of the murderer’s bare feet were giaph- 
ically described. The statement that 
the body of Weber contained twenty-six 
wounds created a profound sensation 
upon the jury, as well as on thg specta- 
tors. The District Attorney then pro- 
ceeded to tell what it was proposed to 
prove in weaving the chain of guilt 
about the accused Russian. 

Coroner G. R. Clark was the first wit- 
ness for the people. He told about find- 
ing a cloth-covered button lying on the 
back stairs, andof the bloody  foof- 
prints. The body of Weber was lying 
on his back in the kitchen in a pool] of 
blood, and near by a large carving-knife 
covered with blood. Mrs. Weber was 
Iving in the hallway about six feet 
from her husband. All the rooms had 
been ransacked, and near the doorway 
of one of the beCrooms was an empty 
coin seck marked “Weber & Co.” He 
notified Chief of Police Drew what had 
happened, dnd the police examined the 
premises before he removed the body. 

Dr. F. M. Welch of the County Tilo: pi- 
tal described the wounds on the body 
of the deceased grocer. There were six- 
teen cuts on the face.

The Edna quartz mine, located in 
Spring Gulch, about half way between 
Mokelumme Hill and San Andreas, Cal., 
and owned by J. S. White, has been 
sold to Philip Deidesheimer of San 
Francisco for the sum of $60,000, of 
whicn amount $10,000 was paid down. 
The Edna lead is located on the ex- 
treme east wall of the mother lode, 
same as the Utica and Stickle mines 
of Angels Camp, and in direct line with 
the same. The present developments 
consist of a shaft 130 feet deep, with a 
cross-cut drift showing the ledge to be 
50 feet between walls. This entire mass 
prospects in free gold with a high per- 
centage of sulphurets. 

. The Oneida, managed by Robert Rob- 
ertson, about two miles north of Jack- 
son. in Amador county, l., is soon 
to be put in good working Order at an 
expense estimated at $200,000. This 
mine had a brilliant record in the ear- 
lier days of quartz mining. It ad- 
joins the well-known Kennedy mine, 
and it is given out that the renewed 
interest in the Oneida is the result of 
discoveries in the Kennedy at a great 
depth. The indications tend to show 
that the ledge in the Kennedy at the 
1950-foot level goes right into Oneida 
ground. To mining men the resump- 


| tion of work on the Oneida is not so 


much. a matter of importance as the 
fact that the work is to be done on the 
recommendation of Hamilton Smith, the 
Loudon mining expert, who has advised 
sinking the Oneida shaft to a depth of 
17 feet. Smith is the English mining 
engineer whose report on the Witwa- 
tersrand was the starting point of 
nearly all the recent South African gold 
mine speculations. Smith and Dr. 
Schweisser made an exhaustive report 
on this property, in which they esti- 
mated the value of the gold to be some- 
where between $1,500,000,000 and $1,750,- 
0¢0,000. In London today the prognos- 
tications of Hamilton Smith as a con- 
sequence are treated with almost the 
same degree of respect as the findings 
in the core of a diamond drill. Califor- 
nia miners know well enough the enor- 
mous auriferous region that extends 
along the great mother lode, and if men 
like Hamilton Smith begin to turn their 
attention to it, and the field in conse- 
quence becomes a favorite one for Eu- 
ropean speculation, it is by no means 
unlikely that California may almost at 
a bound take her place as the leader

"CIRCULAR JOE.” 


Betting Tricks that Made the Oper- 
ator Famous and Wealthy. 


Joseph Vendig, known on the Eastern 
racetracks as “Circular Joe,” and one 
of the central figures in the late big 
prizefight negotiations, is a true type of 
what is known as the “hustler.”"A few 
years ago he was the betting commis- 
sioner for the biggest American turf 
plunger—Mike Dwyer. 

The position was an important one 
and one in which there was much 
money for Joe, as, during the five 
years in which he acted as Mr. Dwyer's 
betting agent, he came into the ring one 
or more times daily, with instructions 
to bet from $20,000 up to $100,000 or more 
to a race. Joe was quicker in the bet- 
ting-ring than either of the champions 
have shown themselves to be in the 
twenty-four foot one. Crowds he 
threaded through, got around or over 
and transacted thirty minutes’ work in 
five. Much of Dwyer’s betting was done 
on credit and Joe settled or received be- 
fore racing began the following day, 
and his tab and accounts were always 
accurate and right. 

Ali the tricks of the track were old to 
him, so he invented many new ones. On 
the side, while working for Mr. Dwyer, 
he formed a partnership with Orlando 
Jones in the book-making business. 
Jones is a relative of Vendig and the 
pair made a strong team. The bare 
knowledge of what Mike Dwyer in- 
tended betting on was alone worth big 
money to the firm, as his commissions 
always affected and generally governed 
the market. Often Joe bet the entire 
commission privately with Jones’s book, 
getting odds for the entire amount with 
which Mr. Dwyer would be satisfied. 
When the betting opened there would 
be no Dwyer money in the ring, as 
Jones had it all, and in consequence 
the public would be chary of backing | 
a Dwyer horse that Mike did not think 
well enough of to play. Naturally this 
would cause the odds greatly to 
lengthen against Mike’s choice and un- 
known commissioners of Jones and 
Vendig’s book would lay off the bet 
made by Dwyer at probably double the 
odds given the plunger. 

When this scheme got old Joe had 
others. He would dash up to weak- 
hearted or “piking’’ book-makers in the 
ring and offer them a thousand on a 
certain hhorse, which they would, as he 
knew, refuse. Down would come the 
odds on this animal and up they would 
go on the others, and among the oth- 
ers would be the horse Joe’s wagers 
were being put on by assistants follow- 
ing up his tracks. He knew which 
beok-makers to select for his bluff bets 
and never once was called. Vendig 
gambled little or none with his own 
money and was probably making more 
acting as betting commissioner than 
was his principal.

Touching the tabular feature of the 
foregoing ‘‘contrast,” we may say that 
the Northern California journal states 
the case against Southern California 
in somewhat raw terms; but we of the 
latter region can afford to let that pass;

and advantages, since, upon the whole, 
the testimony of the Eureka journal is 
highly complimentary to the South.

heaven! 


GEN, MILES’S REPORT. 


The annual report of Gen. Miles, 
just made public, @ill attract general 
interest as being the first report of the 
kind made since he became the Com- 
manding General of the United States 
forces. Few army officers are more 
thoroughly acquainted with the various 
sections of the United States than Gen. 
Miles, and perhaps none have a greater 
interest in the good of the service in 
its bearing on the welfare of the coun- 
try, therefore his recommendations are 
peculiarly valuable. It is worthy of 
notiee that Gen. Miles has placed him- 
self in the category of what the Demo- 
cratic administration evidently con- 
siders to be “scare generals,” by his 
energetic representations on the need 
of coast defense. He reiterates the 
statements contained in a report made 
by him several years ago, when he de- 
clared it to be possible for any naval 
power to blockade every important 
port on the Pacific Coast within ninety 
days. While railroads, he says, might 
transport a million brave men to the 
Coast, they would be useless without 
appliances to cope with the modern 
engines of war. The Gulf Coast and 
the great cities of the Atlantic Coast 
are also helpless against the fleets that 
could be sent against them by BEuro- 
pean powers. He shows that in the 
last two hundred years formal declara- 
tions of war were made in less than 


10 per cent. of the actual hostilities, a 


fact that speaks volumes on the need 
of being always prepared. } 
Another point on which he may rub 
the War Department’s soft fur the 
wrong way is his contention that the 


_centers of concentration for the re- 


serve forces should be chosen with a 
view to their strategic importance, and 
that the tendency toward massing the 
troops should not be carried to the ex- 


tent of depriving Western settlements 
of their proper protection. The report 
also contains suggestions, for the im- 
provement of the military service that 
bear the evidences of thoughtful con- 
sideration, and altogether the dccu- 
ment impresses one with the idea that 
Gen. Miles is at Washington for the 
country’s good. 


The atrocities committed by Kurdish 
tribes in Armenia under the sanction 
of the Turkish authorities continue to 
be painted in the most horrible light, 
and if action is not taken by the great 
powers before long there will be little 
left of the unfortunate beings who call 
that land their home. The latest ac- 
counts state that village after village 
has been swept out of existence by the 
Kurds, and unresisting Armenian men, 
women and children have been clubbed 
to death by hundreds on the streets. 
The inaction of the Porte, while prom- 
ising compliance with the demands of 
the powers, only emphasizes the use- 
lessness of depending on the Turk for 
betterment of the conditions. For nearly 
four hundred years the Ottoman em- 
pire has been propped up by the other 
European sovereignties, which have 
more than once integvened to save it 
from being dismembéred by internal 
factions, and there appears to be no 
good reason why decisive action should 
now be delayed when one of the fairest 
and most populous districts is being 
ravaged by fire and sword in the 
height of barbarian cruelty and fanati- 
cism. The responsibility rests equally 
upon Christian and Mussulman to 


‘stamp out these atrocities.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Contract for Building New City Jail 
Finally Approved. 


At the afternoon session the report 
of the Board of Public Works, as here- 
tofore published, was adopted, with the 
exception of the recommendation that 
the bid of William Peterson to dispose 
of dead animals until February 20 be 
accepted. By a vote of all the members 
save Ashman, Kingery, Munson and 
Pessell, the matter was referred back 
to the Board, with instructions to con- 
fer with the Supervisors about it.

thought the grantee had made a mis- 
take in not letting it be known who 
were the backers of the proposition. 

REGARDING TAX SHARKS. 

The Finance Committee’s report rec- 
ommended that two petitions from Max 
Harris, asking for the return of certain 
sums amounting to $19.23, alleged to 
have been paid for tax certificates after- 
ward canceled, be granted. 

President Teed objected to the recom- 
mendation, saying that he was not in’ 
favor of returning money. to a “tax 
shark” in that way. The Individual had 
bought the tax certificateand had taken 
his chances on the question when he 
bought it. It was not for the city to 
make him good if he lost on the trans- 
action. 

“Does it say in the report that the 
man is a tax shark?’ asked Councilman 
Snyder. 

“No,” replied President Teed, “but I 
happen to know the man.” 

The recommendation that the money 
be veturned to Max Harris was referred 
back to the Finance Comniittee, as were 
also similar recommendations that 
money be returned to S. White and C. 
P. Dorland.

ATTORNEY’S REPORT. | 


The City Attorney reported as fol- 
lows: 


“As directed by you, I have prepared 
a contract with John Rebman for the 
construction of the central police sta- 
tion and jail, and have delivered the 
draft of the contract to Mr. Rebnian, in 
order that he may obtain bondsmen 
thereto.” Action deferred. 

“In the matter of the refusal of F. J. 
McKeon to enter into a contract for 
the improvement of Beaudry avenue 
and other streets, I have not made a 
complete examination of the proceed- 
ings; but I have sufficiently investi- 
gated them to be satisfied that there 
are sufficient errors therein to justify 
the contractor in refusing to enter into 
a contract to do the work. The pro- 
ceedings are based upon several sepa- 
rate petitions, neither one of which 
alone is sufficient to give the Council 
jurisdiction to proceed with the work. 
Taken together, the petitions contain 
a majority of the frontage in the dis- 
trict, but they do not ask for exactly 
the same thing, nor has the Council, in 
its ordinance of intention, exactly cov- 
ered the work of the territory peti- 
tioned for. Two of the signatures to 
the petitions are based upon a frontage 
assessment only, and you have at- 
tempted to do the work under a district 
assessment. Without the frontage of 
these two signers the petitions would 
not contain a majority of the frontage. 
These objections alone are sufficient to 
justify the bidder in refusing to enter 
into a contract.”’ Referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

THE SOCIAL EVIL. ,\ 

“You have referred to me certain res- 
olutions passed by the Ministerial Un- 
ion condemning certain utterances re- 
ported to have been made by the Chief 
of Police at a meeting of the Police 
Commission relative to the Alameda- 
street nuisance. These resolutions con- 
clude with a request that the City At- 
torney be required to furnish an opinion 
and advice according to the laws and 
ordinances of the city, and that the 
Chief of Police be required to do his 
duty in the execution and enforcement 
of the same, or that he be requested to 
resign his office. The utterances on the 
part of the Chief, which are complained 
of, are to the effect that the agitation 
of the social-evil question by the Min- 
isterial Union and other like associa- 
tions has done harm by calling the at- 
tention of the youth of the city thereto; 
and the suggested plan of granting li- 
censes to houses of ill-fame. 

“Tt is not very clear from the reso- 
lutions upon what point a legal opinion 
is called for, but I will assume that it 
is desired to know what the law is in 
this State in regard to prostitution. The

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 11.—(Correspond- 
ence to The Times:) Republican suc- 


to Gen. Eli H. Murray some of his early 
campaign experiences, when he was 

valiant pioneer work for his 
party in that hot-bed of Democracy, 
just after the war. In those days it 
required a man of the highest order not 
only of versatility, but of courage, to 
face the cohorts of Democracy on the

talk. At that time Hancock county wag 
to Kentucky what South Carolina wae 
to the Union. It was distinctly Demo- 
cratic, and it was desirable to have the 
colcred voters educated as much as 
sible in the way ‘they ought to go. pon 
arriving at the county seas, ‘where I 
was to speak, the Democratic managers 
requested me to ‘divide time’ with their 
speaker. To ‘divide time’ meant to 
have a joint debate. I assented to the 
request, provided my opponent should 
be a man who would carry on the de- 
bate in a dispassionate and gentle- 
manly manner. A list of five speakers 
was presented, from which I could 
cheose my opponent. Baker was my 
cheice. Baker had been the County At- 
torney for years. I knew him weil. The 
“courthouse was packed the night we 
spoke. White men occupied one side 
of the audience. Colored voters were 
packed like sardines on the other side 
of the house. I opened my speech by 
first addressing the white men as ‘Fel- 
low-citizens,’ and then turning to the 
coicted side of the house I sald, ‘And 
you, my colored fellow-citizens.” This 
attention to the colored men made a 
perceptible stir in the audience. When 
my talk ceased my opponent arose to 
reply: Turning to the white section of 
the audience, Baker said, ‘Fellow-citi- 
zens.” Then turning to the colored 


scern, ‘and you d—d ” Then 
he went on with his sp . After the 
meeting, while chatting with Baker, Ir 
remarked, jocularly: ‘The time will 
come, Baker, when you will address the 
d——d niggers, as you call them now, 
as your esteemed fellow-citizens, just 
before election time.’ He laughed at 
my prophecy as being absurd. ‘Sight 
years afterward I returned to Baker's 
town and noticed him one day emerge 
from a saloon arm-in-arm with a negro.

by Her Visits. 


Many people in this world of tears 
and tribulations would be immeasur- 
ably: benefited by giving a day or two 
to the careful study of the eleventh 
commandment, “Mind your own busi- 
ness,” and the rest of their lives to the 
equally careful application of the rule, 
which is a safe and strong peg upon 
which to hang the decalogue. 

If the busybodies themselves were not 
able to absorb the benefit, owing to 
absolute incapability to understand the 
spirit of the rule, the rest of suffering 
humanity who writhe under the intru- 
sion of impertinence under the guise of 
Christian charity, would count any def- 
inite penalty, fixed by the law of the 
land, as punishment for the infringe- 
ment of this unwritten law which should 
govern all society, as the greatest bless- 
ing ever bestowed upon the community. 

Of all the varieties of meddling, that 
busy vanity which resorts to trickery 
and deception in order to cause trouble 
to a well-regulated public institution of 
charity, is about the most annoying, be- 
cause it is productive of the worst Ccon- 
sequences. Of this class has been the 
constant interference of a well-meaning 
but over-zealous woman in the affairs 
of the County Hospital. 

Mrs. S. V. Landt undoubtedly means 
well, but it has needed the patience of 
Job himself to enable the unlucky su- 
perintendent of the county’s well-con- 
ducted haven of refuge for the poor 
and sick, to withstand the effect among 
his patients of Mrs. Landt’s Christian 
efforts to benefit at once their souls and 
bodies, 

The worthy lady made the life of Df. 
Hagan a burden to him, and finally suc- 
ceeded in bringing,about an “investiga- 
tion” before the Board of Supervisors, 
that hung on for three weary weeks, 
and resulted in the triumphant vindi- 
cation of the superintendent upon every. 
charge brought against him. 

Since the incumbency of Dr. Barber, 
Mrs. Landt has commenced a new cam- 
paizn upon the same old lines, which 
culminated yesterday in a battle royal 
in the Supervisors’ room. This time it 
was about the “impertinence” of a dep- 
uty sheriff who had been detailed to ac- 
company Mrs. Landt on her tours of 
investigation about the hospital, which 
she evidently regards as her peculiar 
charge and responsibility in life. 

The deputy sheriff was considered 
necessary, because of the alleged pecul- 
iarity of Mrs. Landt’s methods of in- 
vestigation. She had been given the 
freedom of the place by Dr. Barber, 
both because she was exceedingly 
charittble in giving clothing and other 
necessaries to the patients, and because 
there was nothing to conceal in the 
management of the hospital. 

Mrs. Landt, it is alleged, took advan- 
tage of the confidence thus reposed in 
her by the superintendent, to go about 
among the old “chronics,” telli them 
that they were not properly fed of 
clothed, and that the superintendent 
was rollin in luxury, while they 
starved. he patients are so well 
treated by the management that, with 
most of them, this sort of talk had no 
effect, but a few caught at st eagerly, 
and the result was a disturbance in 
the hospital, which was with difficulty 
adjusted. 

This state of affairs continued for 
some time, each visit of the kind lady 
being followed by a4 rebellion on the 
part of rwe of three old cranks, and 
the nurses Were given a good deal of 
trouble in straightening matters out. 
Dr. Barber bore it with patience until 
Mrs. Landt abstracted some milk from 
one of the wards while the nurse’s 
back was turned, and carried it off to 
be tested. It was found to contain a 
certain percentage of water, and great 
was the triumph of Mrs. Landt. 

Instead of going to Dr. Barber about 
it, this diplomatic Christtan proceeded 
to disseminate the news, and to en- 
large afresh upon her pet grievance, 
the bad management of the County 
Hospital. When it came to the ears of 
‘the Supervisors, they at onde, in justice 
to Dr. Barber, sent out an officer to 
investigate the affair. 

It was quite true. Milk was taken 
from all the tables, and tested, and 
some of it did contain water, among 
these samples being some from the su- 
perintendent’s own table. <As the visit 
of the inspector had been utterly unex- 
pected there was no question of fair 
dealing in the matter, which could only 
be explained by the fact that the hos- 
pital had been obliged to purchase some 
of the milk used, and that it was dis- 
tributed indiscriminately throughout 
the hospital. 

With the knowledge of the milk 
transaction came proofs of more of 
Mrs. Landt’s “investigation,” which 
caused the management to deem it best 
for the quietude of the hospital and the 
well-being of the patients that a deputy 
sheriff should henceforth accompany 
Mrs. Landt on her visitations. The of- 
ficer had orders not to restrain her in 
any way and to treat her with marked 
courtesy at all times, but Mrs. Landt 
resented his presence, and made her re- 
sentment felt in such a fashion that 
the man’s mission was anything but a 
comfortable one. 

e had orders not to allow Mrs. 
Landt to stay beyond the usual visiting 
hours, and in the enforcement of this 
order he probably had his patience 
strained to the snapping point, for the 
burden of Mrs. Landt’s tale of woe to 


deputy had threatened, unless she de- 
parted peaceably at the regular hour, to 
eee her by the shoulders and put her 
out.” 

The only wonder was that, under the 
circumstances, the man had merely 
said this instead of doing it, but Mrs. 

Landt was mortally insulted, and went 
before the board, attended by a large 
deputation of ladies, to see that the 
deputy was visited with the condign 
punishment he deserved. - 

Dr. Barber was there, and, in the 
course of the hour or two it took to lay 
the matter before the board, the whole 
ground was gone over. The Supervisors 
listened patiently, but finally Super- 
visor Woodward turned around in his 
chair and delivered a wholesome, 
fatherly lecture on the evils of private 
interference in public affairs, especially 
when that interference was not quite 
open and above-board. He was backed 
up by Supervisors Field and Hanley, 
who also gave the ladies some sensible 
words of advice, and Dr. Barber then 
took the floor and “had it out” with 
Mrs. Landt. 

The able, hard-working superintend- 
ent went into the matter very thor- 
oughly, and successfully refuted every 
one of the ridiculous charges brought 
against him. | 

The board finally promised to investi- 
gate the matter of the deputy sher- 
iff’s alleged impertinent speech, and 
Mrs. Landt was apparently pacified for 
the time being. The board, having a 
wholesome recollection of the three 
weeks of her “investigation” of Dr. 
Hagan, is now rather dreading a repe- 
tition of the

FIRE ON THE HILL. 
The Bradbury Stable Partially Con- 
sumed Last Evening. 


A brilliant spectacle was afforded 
last night in the burning of the large 


barn in the rear of the Bradbury man- | 


sion at Hill and Court streets. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock fire was dis- 
covered in the upper part of.the barn, 
among the hay. The flames spread rap- 
idly and had made a good deal of head- 
way before the fire department suc- 
ceeded im getting a stream of water 
on it. An alarm was turned in from 
box No. 52, at Temple street and Bunk- 
er Hill avenue, and a telephone a 
was sent in about the same time. e 
streets were heavy and slippery with. 
the light rain that had fallen, and it 
was with difficulty that the heavies 
pieces of apparatus were hauled up the 
steep grades to where they could be 


The hose cart which goes with en- 
gine no 8 was hauled through the First- 
street cut, it being probably the first 
time that the cut was ever used as a 
passageway for a vehicle. Engine No., 
8 was attached to the hydrant opposite 
the. Times office and hose was laid to 
the fire, on which one other stream was 
played. 

A roaring mass of flame was soon 
surging through the roof, and owing 
to the elevated location the fire could 
be seen from a long distance. Hun- 
dreds, and perhaps thousands, of peo- 
‘ple turned out to see it. 

The Bradbury mansion was at a 
safe distance from the barn, and what 
little wind there was blew the other 
way. The side of the house was kept 
wet with a garden hose, and the paint 
was scartely scorched. The house of 
Robert Elliot, situated on the Olive-, 
street side of the burning building, did 
not fare so well. The rear seemed 
ready to catch fire, and thinking the 
house was doomed, people soon had 
nearly everything portable removed 
from it. 

By this time, however, the depart- 
ment was enabled to do effective work, 
and a stream of water on the corner of 
the barn nearest to the Elliott house 
eoon rendered the latter building safe. 
Another stream was started playing 
near the opposite corner of the barn, 
and then it was only a matter of time 
before the flames were subdued. The 
fire was kept mostly in the upper part 
of the barn. 

All the horses, as well as the fine 
carriages and harness, were. taken 
from the barn soon efter the fire was 
discovered, and so the damage was 
mostly confined to the building proper 
and the baled hay with which the loft 
had been filled only two or three days 
before. The roof and upper portion of 
the barn were completely destroyed. 

The barn cost about $7500 and was in- 
sured in the London Assurance Cor- 
poration for $2500. Louis F. Vetter, the 
local agent, says the loss is fully equal, 
if not in excess of the insurance. Col. 


ent. His agent did not know exactly 
at what figures to estimate the loss last 
evening. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
Mrs. Bradbury was inclined to think it 
was incendiary. 


IT LOOKS BAD. 


The Mead-Wright Failure Has an 
Ughy-Aspect. 

Developments in the Mead-Wright 
failure yesterday seemed to bear out 
the previous reports that the members 
of the firm and their head book-keeper 
have purposely left the city or gone 
into hiding. The more the affairs of 
the firm are looked into, the more’ it 
looks as though they deliberately 
planned to swindle their creditors. 
Their total Habilities are estimated to 
foot up in the neighborhood of $20,000, 
and there are only a few thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of assets in sight. Enough 
will be realized to pay off the preferred 
claims of the employees, but there will 
be little left to satisfy the $14,000 claim 
of the First National Bank and other 
creditors. 

President Elliott of the First National 
said yesterday that their claim is for 
money loaned and not for overdrafts. 
Of course the bank has collateral, such 
as it is, but it is practically worthless, 
the property of the firm having appar- 
ently been purposely sequestered. 

Before Book-keeper. Grow left last 
Saturday, he said the books of the firm 
were locked up in the safe, but when 
the Sheriff opened the safe, it was 
found that the books as well as the 
book-keeper and his employers were 
missing. All the books found are old 
ones, and the Sheriff says they throw 
no light on the firm’s affairs. 

E. E. Grow, the missing book-keeper, 
was in the employ of the firm and its 
predecessors for fourteen years and al- 
ways bore a splendid reputation. His 
disappearance is one of the sensational 
features of the case. His wife, to whom 
he has always been kind and attentive, 
is lying at the point of death, but has 
had no message from him since he left, 
in explanation of his absence. At least 
that is the word that was given out by 
her nurse yesterday.

Wright is sup- 
posed to be in Nevada. No criminal 
complaints have been made against 
them, although the opinion is freely ex- 
oan sg that there are grounds for do- 
ng so.

| Railway Brought to Book—Hack 


PASADENA, Nov. 11.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The routine business of 
the City Council this afternoon was 
varied by the consideration of the ap- 
plication of Herman de Laguna for a 
telephone and telegraph franchise. 
This application was made to the 
Trustées last week, but by request it 
was laid over until today. Mr. Laguna 
said in support of the application that 
the franchise applied for in Los An- 
geles had been considered and the bids 
accepted, and at the meeting this 
afternoon the ordinance granting it 
would pass that body. In applying 
for the®franchise in Pasadena, all that 
was asked was that the application be 
granted and the petitioner be placed 
onethe same ‘footing enjoyed by the 
Sunset Telephone Company. They re- 
quested no privilege not enjoyed by 
that-compeany, and would like to have 
the application granted, without sub- 
jecting the petitioners to conditions 
not applied to the Sunset Compatiy. He 
presented a copy of the Sunset’s fran- 
chise, as a basis of action by the Coun- 
cil, and in the discussion of its various 
features, the subject of the disfigure- 
ment of the streets by the placing of 
poles was brought forward. It was 
found that the Council has absolute 
power to cause the telephone compa- 
niee to remove poles where they are 
objectionable, and to dictate as to the 
streets and alleys which shall be oc- 
cupied by them. It was also found 
| that the rates charged by the company 
are subject to the revision of the City 


clectric | Council and that they may equitably 
Charles adjust 


the same. Mr. Laguna said 
'that in Los Angeles the company 
which he represents has already 1100 
guaranteed subscribers at a rate which 
gives them individual service in resi- 
dences at $1.50 per month and to busi- 
ness houses a $3.50 rate would be ap- 
plied. It was then suggested that the 
present rates in Pasadena are entirely 
under the control of the Council. 
Mayor Cox asked Mr. Laguna what 
was the status of his enterprise before 
the County Commissioners, and was 
told that they would not act upon it 
until Mr. Laguna told them definitely 
what route was to be taken, and that 
he could not do until he found out 
whether he would get his franchise in 
Pasadena. He claimed that it was 
his intention to°extend his lines all 
over Los Angeles county, and ulti- 
mately all over Southern California. 
He asked a year as the time limit for 
beginning the work, $5000 to be ex- 
pended on it within that time. Mayor 
Cox replied that if a company was in 
earnest in “wishing to eonstruet and 
operate telephone lines, there was no 
need of such a long delay in beginning 
it. After some discussion, participated 
in by all the members present, it was 
agreed to refer the matter to the City 
Attorney and to the chairman of the 
Ordinanee and Judiciary Committee 
for action. It does not seem to be the 
sense of the board that Mr. Laguna is 


any more in earnest in regard to con- 
| structing the telephone system that he 
/asks the franchise for than he has 
been in the many similar proposals he 
has made here and elsewhere. It is said 
| that: he desires to get something on 
‘paper which he can realize funds on 
‘in some money center, but that is as 
far as he means business. Mr. Laguna 
is to have a conference with the ap- 
pointed committee on Friday in regard 
to the advertising of the franchise. 

Ivdge Weed brought before the Conn- 
ell the fect that the electric road has 
not vet made nrovision for the public 
safety on the short unnamed street be- 
tween Fair Oaks avenue and Colymbia 
street. and suegested that they be re- 
quested to purchase the necessary prop- 
-erty for the opening up of Fair Oaks 
_avenue southward; also, that they be 
requested to donate to the city for 
street purposes the lot just south of 
their power-house, since they have ap- 
_propriated Wallace street as a _ place 
for their vower-house switches, where 
i they keep their cars and their material, 
No formal action was taken on the 
' subject, but it will probably come up 

for action in the near future.

TOURNAMENT OF ES. 


Antti Organization Formed for Foster- 
ing the Enterprise. 

Pasadena is to have a tournament of 
roses; that matter was decided this 
afternoon at a meeting of representa- 
tive citizens at the Carlton Hotel, and 
it is safe to predict that this year’s 
tournament will equal, if not surpass, 
any previous effort. The meeting ‘was 
one of enthusiastic interest, and _ the 
movement starts off with a vim which 
is “encouraging. 

The assemblage was called to order 
by Prof. Keyes, who stated its object 
and suggésted the appointment of a 
chairman. He was elected to the posi- 
tion, and then Mr. Daggett was called 
upon. He stated that at a_ recent 
meeting of the Board of Trade he was 
appointed one of a committee to call 
together the citizens to discuss the 
holding of the tournament, since the 
Valley Hunt Club had given its opin- 
ion that the affair should be held un- 
der publie auspices, and expressed a 
willingness to aid to make it a success. 
Then the question as to whether Pasa- 
dena should have a permanent tourna- 
ment of roses, to be held the Ist day of 
January ‘each year, was discussed. 
Some were of the opinion that a better 
showing could be made later i e 
year, on account of the paucity of flow- 
ers in January, but it was decided that 
nowhere in the world except Pasadena 
is a floral festival held on New Year's 
day, and that this distinction should be 
retained, 

J. W. Wood suggested that the Com- 
mitteé on Permanent Organization con- 
sist of 100 members, who would agree 
to give $5 a year to the object. After 
the number was modified to fifty mem- 
bers, it was passed, Messrs. Wood, Tor- 
rance, Early and Daggett first speak- 
ing on the proposition. Next it was 
decided that the persons present re- 
solve themselves into an organization, 
forming the nucleus of the tournament 
association, and this was carried. Ed- 
win Stearns was unanimously chosen 
president. It is conceded that it would 
be hard to find a better man for the 
place, since he is not only personally 
popular, but has had an_ experience 
which peculiarly fits him for such a 
work as that which will fall to the 
president of the Tournament Associa- 
tion. J. S. Torrance was elected vice- 
president, and here again the choice 
was peculiarly fortunate. Herman 
Hertel was made secreta and P. M. 
Green treasurer, and the new Tourna- 
ment Association starts on its career 
with a list of executive Officers whose 
very names are guarantees of its suc- 
cess, 

The officers elected were authorized 
to select an Executive Committee of 
five members, which they at once pro- 
ceeded to do. Messrs. Weight, Daggett,. 
Cc. C. Brown, McDonald and Calvin 
Hartwell were chosen, and the meeting 
then adjourned.

LIGHT WEIGHT GOLD. Some of 
the Chicago newspapers have lately 
been discussing at considerable length 
the light-weight gold question, each 
having its own opinion as to the best 
way of dealing with it, but all claim- 
ing that no light-weight gold coins be 
‘Permitted to circulate. One of them 
prints a statement from an ex-assistant 
treasurer of the United States, in which 
the latter is reported to have said: 

“There ig a great deal of such gold 
coin in the country. Almost every bank 
has some. The government is not re- 
sponsible for any of this money. It 
never pays out a gold dollar which is 
under weight. Every piece is weighed 
separately, and must be defaced so as 
not to pass current if found wanting. 
All that is right and must be main- 
tained, Gold has too much intrinsic 
value-to be allowed to circulate after 
it has fallen below the minimum stand- 
ard in quantity. That much is right, 
and no bank or other depositor in the 
sub-treasury has a right to complain be- 
cause a light-weight gold piece, instead 
of being merely returned, is first 
stamped with a letter L on both sides. 
The government has no more right to 
connive at the circulation of light- 
weight gold than it has at that of coun- 
terfeit money. If the holder of a bill 
which is of doubtful genuineness takes 
it to a sub-treasury expert for his opin- 
ion, and that expert thinks the bill bad, 
he is obliged to stamp it counterfeit. 
That is a good law in both cases. But it 
does not follow that the present system 
is sound, On the contrary, it is open to 
just cause of complaint. 

“The policy of the government should 
not be to stamp the gold light and 
then hand it back, but to stamp it and 
then give the owner its face in other 
money, minus the depreciation due to 


actual loss of metal. Here, for in- 
stance, is an eagle which by actual 
weight is worth $19.23. A table of 


values could be prepared that would 
fit at a glance every depreciation. Let 
the owner have his choice between the 
coin itself; so mutilated as to be spoiled 
for circulation, or $19.23 in other money. 
As it is‘now, the owner, in order to get 
the cash value, must cither sell the 
piece to a buyer of old gold or send it 
to the mint and get its metallic value 
in return. There is considerable trouble 
and some unnecessary loss. The owner 
should get, or be able to get, from the 
government the actual intrinsic value 
of the money, neither more nor less.” 

That is all very well, lint if the prop- 
osition here enunciated were pushed tuo 
its logical conclusion it would lead to 
no end cf trouble. [t would simply be 
that the last holder of * gold coin 
would have to pay the loss in weight, 
and which loss was caused through its 
having been in the possession of others 
before it reached him. If the last holder 
were compelled to do this no one would 
accept at its full face value a gold coin 
that looked worn. The government 
makes a profit off every piece of money 
coined. Out of that proiit it should pro- 
vide for the loss in Weight through cir- 
culation. Sweated coins, or those light- 
ened for dishonest purposes, or through 
any cause other than abrasion through 
circulation, can readily be detected and 
would. be subject to exception.

ORANGE - GROWERS’ CERTIFI- 
CATE RECEIPTS. The Times 
lished last week statements made by 
Mr. Hellman of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank, and Maj. Bonebrake of 
the Los Angeles National Bank, rela- 
tive to advances of money to orange- 
growers on their shipments of oranges 
East. Today a Times reporter obtained 
from Cashier Witmer of the California 
Bank in this city a copy of a form of 
certificate-receipt which it is believed 
will fill the requirements of a document 
which banks would be willing to accept 
as representing collateral security for 
the advance of money to the shippers. 

The text of the document is as fol- 
lows: 

“OFFICE OF 
FRUIT EXCHANGE. 
“Fruit Exchange receipt, No. 

“Received of 
oranges, —— grade. 
of sale of the above will be paid to 
. or order, only upon presenta- 
tion of this receipt at this office. 
exchange is now realizing for this grade 
and variety about $— per box, 
here. Average net price to grower for 
the same grade and variety last season 
was $—— per box. The above informa- 
tion is given in good faith, but the ex- 
change makes no guarantee as to price 
for this season. 

“Returns from this fruit may be ex- 
pected in from 60 to 90 days, and notice 
of same will be sent.” 

Here follows the name of the ex- 
change through which the shipment 
was made, and signed by the manager 
of the exchange. 

The following indorsements are 
printed on the back of the receipt: 

“To directors of exchange, 

. Cal.: Please pay proceeds of 
sales of within-named fruit to 
bank, or order.” 

Here follows the signature of 
party to whom the receipt was issued. 

Following that is a note which, sup- 
posing it were the Ontario Fruit Ex- 
change which issued the receipt, would 
read as follows: 

“The Ontario Fruit Exchange is an 
incorporated company, and embraces 
three-fourths or more of the growers in 
this exchange district. It is affiliated 
with the San Antonio Fruit Bxchange, 
and through it with the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, embracing 
three-fourths of the orange-growers of 
Southern California. 

“If the fruit for which this receipt 
is given should spoil, or be destroyed 
in transit, the loss is. borne by the ex- 
change as a whole. Final settlement 
for this fruit will be based upon the 
average price received for this grade 
and variety for the whole season.” 

Cashier Witmer said this form of re- 
ceipt was drafted b ce J. Wade, 
secretary of the National Building and 
Loan Association, and who is a mem- 
ber of the Ontario Fruit Exchange. 
Mr. Witmer considered it a properly- 
drawn document: for the purpose for 
which it was going to be used, and 
that if the shipper who desired an ad- 
vance was known to be a man of good 
character almost any bank, he thought, 
would be willing to advance up to 50 
per cent. of the estimated value of the 
shipment.

INTERKSTING TESTS OF THE NEW 
MANNLICHER RIFLE. 


The Only Weapon of the Kind Out- 
side of Germany—Death of a 


Licenses Granted for Chino. 


SAN’ BERNARDINO, Nov. 11.—(Rég- 
ular Correspondence.) Several very in- 
teresting tests-of:the improved Mann- 
licher rifle, the néw. gun of the German 
army, were made at Co, E’s range yes- 
terday, and to the 
people, as well as laymen who wit- 
nessed the test, a quarter-inch 
plate, a three-eighths and one-half-inch 
steel plate were successively placed on 
the target, and the shot. from the 
rifle pierced each, leaving as smoothly- 
cut an opening as if it had been 
punched out with some massive ham- 
mer. The force of the projectile is 
simply terrific. The gun is the prop- 
erty of A. Ackerman of Sacramento, 
who is in the city. | 

How Mr. Ackerman came into pos- 
gession of the rifle he will not say. The 
gun is manufactured by the German 
government and Mr. Ackerman has 
had more than one passage at arms 
with the German Consul at San Fran- 
cisco, who has been instructed to se- 
‘eure the gun, if possible. The owner, 
however, defies Emperor William’s man- 
date, and goes on making tests with 
the wonderful weapon. 
The cartridges are also manufactured 
by the government, but Ackerman 
manages to keep himself supplied, al- 
though the secret of their manufacture 
and the means by which such an awful 
force is generated, has not been dis- 
cover 
At the test yesterday, a quarter-inch 
fron plate, secured at the Santa Fe 
-ghops, was first up and a bulletfrom the 
rifie cut a hole through it half an inch in 
diameter, and as smooth as if drilled. 
A three-eighth-inch steel plate was 
next tried. and with the same. result. 
The final test was a_ half-inch steel 
plate, and to the surprise of every one 
who witnessed it, the plate was per- 
forated, apparently with as much ease 
as the thinner ones had been. 

The cartridges used are three and 
one-quarter inches in length, and are 
carried in small metallic frames; five 
cartridges in a frame. This frame fits 
into the magazine of the gun, and the 
five shots may thus be fired in rapid 
succession, the apparatus by which @ 
shell is thrown out and another placed 
in position working very quickly. The 
trigger pulls with three pounds weight. 
The Springfield rifle, used by United 
States troops, pulls at nine pounds. 
The bullet is nearly five-sixteenths of

Tt? is provided with sights for 2500 
meters, a distance of about a mile ard 
a half, although its range is much 
farther, and a body of troops armed 
with this gun, would be able to wipe 
outa whole army carrying Springfields, 
before the latter were in distance to fire 
a shot. 
The weapon is considered to be by 
far the most formidable in use by any 
nation in the world. :

SUGAR-BEET PROPOSITION. 


The meeting of stockholders of the 
co-operative beet-sugar company at 
Anaheim a few days ago has resulted 
in bringing out some information of an 
important character in reference to the 
erection of a factory in the near future. 
It has been believed for the past year or 
more that the Oxnards have been trying 
to kill the beet-sugar industry in Or- 
ange and other counties in California, 
as well as in‘other portions of the 
United States, so when Dr. Van Norman 
of San Diego, who is a director of thé 
beet-sugar company in this county, 
made known the result of his itnvesti- 
gations in the East in reference to the 
proposed sale of the Anaheim bonds, the 
stockholders of the association were not 
surprised to learn that the Oxnards had 
_been instrumental in keeping the Ana- 
heim bonds off the market. Mr. Van 
Norman stated that in his investigation 
he had, found plenty of money for in- 
vestment; he did not find any one that 
seemed to be looking for an investment 
in sugar-beet bonds. He learned that 
the big sugar trust was using every en- 
deavor to discourage the building of 
more sugar factories. But the most 
welcome bit of news was given to the 
stockholders by Gen. H. A. Pierce of 
Los Angeles, another director, who read 
a proposition, made in detail by Wastern 
parties, to build the factory at once™. In 
effect the offer was to take the tionds 
at 90 cents on the dollar and to proceed 
with the building of the factory, so that 
it could be completed by July 1, 1896, 
providing the purchasers of the bonds 
be given controlling interest.in the 
board of Gediarn: and a four-fifths in- 
terest in the factory after the honds 
were paid off. the stockholders ccnsti- 
tuting the present organization to re- 
tain one-fifth interest, all the profit in 
the business to go toward paying off the 
bonds. This offer was rather enthus- 
iastically discussed.

CIVIC PARLIAMENT. 


SUCCESSFUL OPENING SESSION 
HELD LAST EVENING. 


A 


Question of Christian Citizenship 
Discussed by Able Speakers—A 
General Discussion of the Sub- 
ject Follows. 


The opening session of the Civic Par- 
liament was held at Unity Church last 
night. m| spite of the stormy weather 
a good-sized audience was present to 
hear the subject of Christian citizen- 
ship discussed by Rev. Burt Estes How- 
ard, Dr. J. S. Thomson, Miss G. T. 
Stickney, and Ralph E. Hoyt. 

The meeting was opened by Rev. L. 
E. Wricht, president of the association. 
He said that the plan of discussion 
adopted by the parliament was the only 
practical method for the interchange 
of thought. Thinkers and earnest work- 


ers have neglected each other too long. 
The music for the evening was fur- | 
nished by O. W. Moore, the well-known | 
soloist,who sang “The Orphan's Home,” | 
by Cowen, and “When the Heart Was 
Young,” in an excellent voice and very | 
pleasing manner. 

Miss Fette read a letter of enthusi- 
astic encouragement and commenda- 
tion from Mrs. Caroline M. Severance. 
She hoped that the excellent plan of 
discussion adopted by the parliament | 
would be carefully followed out, and 

that frequent meetings would be held. 

She believed that the time had come 

when feople who have discovered 

something should let others know it. 
Rev. Burt Estes Howard was 
leading speaker of the evening, and he 

delivered a masterly address upon the 

subject of “Christian Citizenship.” | 
Among other things, Dr. Howard said: 

“It is with no small hesitation that I 

undertake the discussion of a theme of | 
such tremendous importance as this 

topic assigned me by the courtesy of | 
the Civic Parliament. There are sev- 

eral reasons why'I shrink from the 

task. First of all, because I fear lest | 
by my unskillful handling the strength 

of Christian citizenship shall not be 

manifested. A great truth suffers from 

a weak defense. Second, because I am _ 
a minister, and the public is slow to 
let the minister take his place in the 
life of the community as a man among 
men. Because the public has robbed 
the minister of his virility and made 
him a perfunctory mouther of stale 
and pious platitude; because the public | 
has regarded the minister as something 

less than a man and other than a citi- | 
zen, Iam reluctant to speak on 4a) 
theme that seems to lie outside the | 
range of the*firoper exercise of the 
ministerial function. But if you . will 
allow. me to speak as a Christian man | 


and efforts are personal and not pro- | 
fessional, then I am ready to go on. 
“In order to get any proper concep- 
tion of the theme before us we must 
have our ideas of what we are talking 
about cleared up. First of all, then, 
what is Christianity? He is not the 
best Christian whose cfedulity has the 
largest throat and can swallow most 
easily the husks of scholastic deliver- 
ances. It is possible, and not uncom- 
mon, for men to be possessed of a most 
orthodox theology and at the same 
time possessed of the devil. Christian- 
ity is fundamentally not a matter of 
logic, but a matter of life. It is not 
the promotion of a denominational 
creed, but the utterance of a_ divine 
character. 

“And, again we must guard ourselves 
against that definition of Christianity 
that makes its essence lie ina form of 
so-called religious experience. Whatever 
of good the world holds is of God.

RIVERSIDE, Nov. 11. — When th 
report became circulated here MM 
day that the Supreme Court had de- 
cided that an election must be held in 
all the counties next fall, there was 
great commotion among the officials at 
the Courthouse.

“And this is Christian citizenship. It 
is not the welding together of a corrupt 
state with a dogmatic church. It is the 
reign in politics, as well as in all our 
life, of the principle laid down long ago 
by Jesus Christ, ‘If any man will be 
chief among you, let him be your serv- 
ant,’ and thatother word thatis higher 
than all other words ever uttered, ‘This 
is my commandment, that ye love one 
another as I have loved you.’ ” 

Dr. J. S. Thomson was the next 
speaker. He said, in part: “One who 
lives a real Christian life does his part 
toward practical Christian citizenship. 
The public is a donkey. It will bear all 
sorts of burdens; it will pay any eort 
of taxes rather than dethrone the tax 
gatherer, who doubles the taxes annu- 
aliy or oftener. The king in this coun- 
try) is King Boodle.” 

“I believe in an aristocratic form of 
government. It is. always the strong- 
est, wisest, and best. But the racy of | 


racy I believe in is the aristocracy of 
brains and hearts, not the aristocr cy 
< titled villains and self-exalted s- 


s. 
“We are imposed upon altogether too 
much for our good. For myself I am 
resolved not-to be imposed upon: any 
more unless it is by some one who is 
too cunning for me.

“If you believe that the Angel Cit 
is governed by men who deal honestly 
for the city, re-elect them: if not, help 
to put them out as soon as possible.
